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Vice President Hobart Passes 
to the Other Shore. 



HIS DEATH NOT UNEXPECTED 



Cut It Doth Shock <1 and Grieved the 
Whole of Officialdom. 



COMA PRECEDED THE DESTROYER. 



Family Remained at the Bedside of 
the Unconscious Man For Many 
Hours, Awaiting the Dread 
Summons— The Funeral 
Arrangements. 



Paterson, N. J.. Nov. 21.— Vice Pres- 
ident Hobart died at 8:30 Tuesday 
morning. He had been failing since 
Monday evening, although the reports 
given out at the house were that he 
was boLing his own. 

At midnight he became unconscious, 
and at 7 a. m., Tuesday, he had an 
attack of angina pectoris, from which 
he never rallied. His death followed 
at 8:30 o'clock. Mrs. Hobart, Garret 
Hobart, Jr., Dr. Newton, who is a 
cousin of Mrs. Hobart, and Miss Alice 
Waddell, the nurse, were at the pa- 
tient's bedside constantly from the 
time he became unconscious. 

At 7:30 o'clock the vice president's 
private secretary, Mr. Evans, called up 
the White House by telephone and 
notified President McKlnley that Mr. 
Hobart was dying. At 9 o'clock Mr. 
Evans communicated again with the 
president, notifying him of the vice 
president's death. 

The flags on the City hall and other 
public buildings were half-masted 
when the news of the vice president's 
death became known. Flags on many 
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private buildings and dwellings were 
also hung at half-mast. The bell on 
the City hall was tolled at intervals. 

Although the death of the vice pres- 
ident had been expected at any time, 
there was still a faint hope up to the 
la6t amoag his personal friends In Pat- 
erson that he would survive for some 
time to come. These persons, who had 
been neighbors and lifelong friends of 
the vice president, were deeply affected 
over his death. 

Soon after the news of Mr. Hobart'o 
death was sent over the wires, tele- 
grams of condolence began to arrive 
at Carroll Hall. Among the first to 
send words of sympathy and condol- 
ence to Mrs. Hobart were President 
McKlnley and Mrs. McKlnley. 

Mr. Hobart's funeral will take place 
Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock at the 
Church of the Redeemer (Presby- 
terian). 

Mr. Hobart's Illness first attracted 
public attention when he went to Long 
Branch last summer. He spent a por- 
tion of the summer there, sad during 
that time had a number of weak f pells. 
It was not admitted then by his physi- 
cian or family that he was seriously 111. 
Although he continued In falling 
health, he was abl? to drive out, and 
attended the Long Branch horse show. 
Near the end of the Long Branch sea- 
son Mr. Hobart weut to hit Paterson 
home, in company with Mrs. Hobart, 
his son and secretary. About a month 
ago Mr. Hobart's illness took a decided 
change for the worse, and shortly after 
that a notice was issued by Mr. Ho- 
bart's family to the public, admitting 
that the vice president's condition was 
very critical, and that little hope of his 
recovery was entertained. The an- 
nouncement was also made that he cer 
talnly would never again appear in 
public life. 

Mr. Hobart's family, his personal 
and intimate friends and political as- 
sociates have since been resigned to 
the inevitable, although there were 



limes In the last days of the vice presi- 
dent's Illness that he was brighter and 
growing stronger. 

Story of His Life. 

Vice President Gnrret A. Hobart was 
born In the year 1844 at Long Rranili, 
N J. His ancestors on bis father's sl<li 
were English, nnd on his mother's si<lt 
Dntrb. Thirt.v-turee years ago he wni i 
jrrstluated from Hntjter's eolleRe, nnd l>egM> 
teaching school. Three months Inter he en 
tered upon th* study of law lu I'aterson 
Young Hobart to said to have arrived n 
I'aterson w ith btit $1.50 In his pocket, an i 
from this smnll beginning be mmle his wav 
unnlded to wenlth nnd prominence. In 18 !i 
he Was admitted to the bar, and the n» 
year he married the daughter of a prUM 
Inent attorney, Hocrntes Tut tie. 

Mr. Hobart mmle his way rapidly at the 
bar of his nntlrc state, and his bout led 
him early into politics, in 1871 he was 
made city conu;;e: of I'aterson. and In 1872 
was elected U the state usicinuly, of wulsb 

body he was chosen speaker in the follow- 
ing year. 

At the end of his second year In the as- 
sembly he retired to devote himself to the 
law nnd to the numerous business Interests 
with which be bad become identified. But 
the demuud* of his party would not admit 
of his remaining long In private life, and 
In 1876 he was elected to the state senate, 
of wblch body le was chosen president 
In 1881. His was recognised as a safe and 
guiding hand, and from 1880 to 1801 be was 
at the head of the state Kepubllcan organ- 
isation of New Jersey. Prom 1884 until 
1800 he was a member of the natlotial Ke- 
publlcan executive committee. 

During all these years his business con- 
nections became broader and broader. Ills 
keen Insight Into affairs made his advice 
and counsel of such value that he was 
sought after by some of the largest cor- 
porations In the country, and at the time 
of his election as vice president he was a 
director In no less than 00 different com- 
panies. 

After bis nomination and election to the 
vice presidency on the ticket headed by 
William McKluley he went to Washington. 
The Hobart residence there during the past 
two year* has been the scene of many de- 
lightful social affairs. Socially, the vice 
president and his charming wife divided 
the bx.nora with the president and Mrs. 
McKlnley. Mr. Hobart left but one child, 
Garret A. Hobart, Jr., a boy of 14. 

TO ATTEND THE FUNERAL. 

President McKlnley and His Official 
Family Make Arrangements. 

Washington, Nov. 21.— All the flags 
In Washington are half-masted out of 
respect to the memory of Vice Presi- 
dent Hobart. The announcement of 
the vice president's death, while not 
unexpected, came as a distinct shock 
and cast a deep gloom over the city, 
where he was loved and honored. 

The president was deeply affected by 
the telegram announcing his col- 
league's death, and at once dispatched 
a telegram conveying the sympathy 
and consolation of himself and Mrs. 
McKlnley to Mrs. Hobart. Meantime 
the sad Intelligence had been bul- 
letined by all the newspaper offices, 
and the whole city was soon mourning 
the loss of the vice president 

Secretary of State Hay, upon whom 
the succession of the presidency now 
falls, heard the news upon his arrival 
at the state department, and he imme- 
diately repaired to the White House. 
He was visibly affected when he left 
the White House. He said no arrange- 
ments had yet been made, but that the 
president and all members of his cab- 
ine would attend the funeral. 

Mrs. McKlnley was greatly affected 
She gave way completely to her grief 
and sobbed convulsively. Mrs. McKln- 
ley has few intimates here, and among 
her most cherished friends were the 
vice president and Mrs. Hobart. 

The members of the cabinet were 
made acquainted with the sad news as 
soon as the president himself was in- 
formed, by means of telephone, from 
the White House. They sent messages 
of condolence to Mrs. Hobart 

Office Vacant. 
Washington, Nov. 21.— By the death 
of Mr. Hobart, the office of vice presi- 
dent of the United States becomes va- 
cant for the rest of President McKtn- 
ley's term, as the law provides no suc- 
cession. A president pro tempore of 
the senate will be elected by that body 
when congress assembles, who will 
hold the office until March, 1901. Sen 
ator William P. Frye of Maine is now 
president pro tempore of the senate. 
He will call that body to order when It 
assembles on Dec. 4 and preside until 
a successor is chosen. That he will 
succeed himself la generally conceded. 
■ 

President's Proclamation. 
Washington, Nov. 21.— President Mc- 
Klnley has issued a proclamation 
anent the death of the vice president 
After paying graceful tribute to the 
sterling qualities of the deceased, he di- 
rects that on the day of the funeral ull 
the executive offices of the United 
States be closed, and all stations of the 
army and navy display the national 
flag at half-mast. Representatives of 
the United States In foreign countries 
are directed to pay appropriate tribute 
to the illustrious dead for a period of 
30 days. 

Manilla, Nov. 21.-The United States 
gunboat Helena arrived at Camaguln 
during the night of Nov. 12. , The crew 
of the wrecked cruiser Charleston was 
picked up.

NATIONAL^ GRANGE. 

Secretary's Annuttl Report and the 
Trusts Receive Attention. 
Springfield, O., Nov. 21.— The session 
of the National Grange was principally 
devoted to the report of the executive 
committee, through its chairman, J. J 
Woodman. He reported the books of 
the secretary and treasurer examined 
and found to be correct. There is now- 
more than $50,000 to the credit of the 
National Grange, $40,000 of which. In 
round numbers, is invested In real es 
tate, the balance In current funds 
There was an Increase of $1,000 last 
year In the funds and 35,000 new mem- 
bers. 

Touching trusts, the chairman said 
every^ effort should be made to crush 
them out, for ^hey could not be con 
trolled. "It is treason," he said, "to 
say they can not, or must not, be 
crushed out." 

A motion to appoint a historian for 
the National Grange was lost, as it 
was deemed unnecessary to have one. 

Washington, D. C., was selected as 
the place where the next annual con- 
vention of the National Grange will 
be held.

San Francisco, Nov. 21.— The death 
of Edgar Straus, a violoncellist well 
known In America, Europe and Aus- 
tralia, Is reported from Pasadena, Cal. 

Craig, Co1.7not?"21.— Lust week 3,000 
sheep belonging to the Geddes Sheep 
company were driven from Wyoming 
to Routtle county to the range 40 miles 
northwest of Craig. Fifty masked 
men captured the herders and then 
proceeded to kill the entire flock. The 
herders wore warned not to bring any 
more sheep Into Colorado, and were 
released. 



Cape Town, Nov. 21.— Reports from 
t'ae northern portion of the colony are 
more reassuring, but there is distinct 
danger of the Dutch actively espousing 
the cause of the Boers, who now effec- 
tually bar three lines of entry Into the 
Free State. Most of the students of 
the Burghersdorp Theological semin- 
ary joined the Invaders after the latter 
occupied the town. Proclamations is- 
sued at Bloemfontein Tuesday, Nov. 11, 
declare that the whole of Griqualand 
west, except Kimberley and Mafeking, 
are annexed to the Boer Free State. 

London, Nwv. 21^-Tbe latest direct 
news from Ladysmith, dated Thurs- 
day, Nov. 16, and Friday, Nov. 17, 
strangely conflicts with the reiterated 
reports of "tremendous battles and 
great British "victories' Wednesday 
and Thursday. Neither of the mes- 
sages above referred to, though dis- 
patched on the days following the date 
of the alleged fights, mention any great 
engagements or Boer defeajts. On the 
contrary, both distinctly state that be- 
yond a false alarm on Tuesday evening 
and a little increased shelling Thurs- 
day and Friday, causing a little dam- 
age, everything was perfectly quiet and 
the garrison was chafing under its en- 
forced inactivity. 

Nevertheless, late special dispatches 
from Estcourt enlarge on the reported 
battles, and insist that the Boers re- 
ceived a more terrible lesson Wednes- 
day than In any previous fight. 

According to these circumstantial 
accounts, the Boers determined to at- 
tempt to reach the north end of Lady- 
smith with a large force, but were 
unable to make headway against the 
well sustained fire of the British rifle- 
men and Maxims. Later, it Is added, 
a British force worked around the 
Boer flank, causing the latter to with- 
draw under a deadly fusilade with 
heavy losses. Large numbers of dead 
and wounded are said to have been 
left in the field, and a number of pris- 
oners were captured. The British 
losses are reported to have been trivial. 

The dispatches from Ladysmith re- 
porting that there is an ample supply 
of ammunition there, have seemingly 
set at rest a point on which there was 
much diversity of opinion. 

Apparently the British commander 
at Ladysmith believes General Joubert 
has gone south, leaving only a force 
sufficient to prevent the garrison from 
sallying out, and there is a disposition 
In some quarters to think General Jou- 
bert possibly Initiated the story with 
the objeet of Inducing General White 
to make a serious attack or relax hit 
precautions, bo as to permit the Boers 
to seize ground vital to the defense of 
the town. 

A report from DurMn, however, says 
there are rumors there that^the Boers 
are preparing to break camp'and with- 
draw from the Investment of Lady- 
smith 

In view of the publicity allowed by 
the military authorities to be given 
to the alleged Intention of the British 
to advance via Belmont to relieve 
Kimberley, It la said that It may be 
regarded as probable that an advance 
from DeAar will really be effected, and 
that the route will not be so well ad- 
vertised. 



Boers Retired. 
Durban, NataL Nov*. 21.— Seven hun- 
dred Boers from Weenen took up a 
strong position on the highlands 13 
miles south of Estcourt, occupying 
Turner's farm northeast of the Mool 
river. Major Thorneycroft, with a de- 
tachment of mounted infantry and tbu 
Estcourt carbineers, engaged tho 
Boers. ot.whom three were killed, in- 
cluding their commandant The Boers 
withdrew, taking 200 head of cattle 
captured at Turner's Farm. 

Joined the Boers. 
Cape Town, Nov. 21.— The Midland 
News says that Messrs. Vanderwalt 
and Gober, members of the Cape as- 
sembly, have Joined the Boer forces 
at Colesburg. 

William's Movements. 
Windsor, England, Nov. 21.— Em- 
peror William of Germany and hla 
suite, accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of York, the Duke of 
Connaught and Prince Christian of 
Schle8wig-Holsteiu, shot in the pre- 
serves of Windsor Great park, and 
lunched at Cranborne tower.

Score another one for the trusts. The 
rolling mills at Hubbard, Ohio, for years 
its great sustaining industry, are being 
dismantled by the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company, and the equipment taken 
to Youngstown, where most of it will be 
sent to the scrap pile. It is the story of 
another prosperous Ohio town absolutely 
ruined by the trusts, says the Youngs- 
town Vindicator. 



W. H. Griffiths, of the Washington, 
(Pa.) Steel and Tinplate Company, re- 
cently testified before the Industrial Com- 
mission. He sold out to the American 
Tinplate Company but is erecting a large 
independent concern, and proposes to 
compete with the American Company. 
He charged that the American Company 
was a tyrannical and arbitrary trust, 
whose greatest aim was to destroy com- 
petition. They had 272 mills in the 
United States, and they had closed down 
80 of them— possibly more. He con- 
sidered that the American Company waa 
violating the fawa of the land, and would 
•not stop at anything. And there is hard 
ly a trust in existence but what ia oper- 
ating in plain violation of law. That 
they are "beneficent organizations" is 
shown by their closing down so many 
factories and throwing the workmen out 
of employment. 



Oveb two hundred Democrats and sev 
enty Republicans in Owen County failed 
to vote for more than one man on either 
ticket at the late election, says the News 
of Owenton. Instead of voting a straight 
ticket by putting their cross in the square 
with the rooster or log cabin they put it 
in the square opposite the first name on 
either ticket and as a result it only 
counts for the Governor. On this point 
the Flemingsburg Times-Democrat sug- 
gests that the election law be amended 
so that the party device shall be placed

to Washington seeking information, it 
has been asserted, but whether he got a 
tip that a proposal was to be made for 
the purchase of bonds can only be con- 
jectured. 

As evidence that an intimation had 
reached Wall street that "something was 
doing" in Washington, inquiries came 
here from New York stock centers asking 
of Washington agents what was influenc- 
ing heavy buying in certain quarters, 
and coupled with the queries it waB sug- 
gested that from the identity of the buy- 
ers it appeared that the Secretary was 
preparing to buy bonds. Other evidence 
reached here that the call was anticipated 
in New York City. 

The feature of the bond purchase ar- 
rangements, which had been more severe- 
ly criticised here than anything else, is 
the fact that knowledge of the contem- 
plated action of the Treasury Depart- 
ment reached a few insiders in Wall 
street before its official announcement 
here. 

At the Tresury Department it is stoutly 
denied that any intimation could have 
gone from there by which stock jobbers 
could have profited, the explanation be- 
ing given that the Secretary himself had 
not determined absolutely to buy until 
late in the day. 

The Secretary called at the White 
House during the afternoon and subse- 
quently the official statement was given 
out. It thus appears that others knew 
of the contemplated action in advance of 
the final determination of the Secretary 
himself. 

Secretary Gage accepts full responsi- 
bility for the proposal to purchase bonds 
and defends his position in a statement 
which he made to-day, but it is not read- 
ily easy to reconcile the reasons he sets 
forth with his firm determination on 
Monday not to do the very thing he did 
do on Wednesday. He characterized the 
reports of money stringency on Monday 
as a "sentimental agitation," and was 
manifestly set against the purchase of 
bonds, yet within twenty-four hours be 
.put the United States Treasury behind 
the stock market. And a few people in 
Wall street knew in advance that he was 
going to do so, although the Subtreasury 
in New York did not. 

It is this sudden change of front on the 
part of the Secretary that makes the be- 
lief strong here that it was the act of the 
Administraiion, and not that of Secretary 
Gage individually, although it is the Sec- 
retary who defends the action. 

If it was the Administration which de- 
cided upon the purchase of bonds then 
there would be a large number within 
Administration circles who could have 
anticipated the contemplated proposal to 
buy.
